But Nixon also said that for 


the United States to speak to 
other countries with a single 
voice it would be necessary for 
the President-elect to agree to a 
course of action. 


This seemed to indicate Nixon 


was reserving the right to with- 
hold his agreement. 


The White House was unex- 


pectedly brief in its reaction to 
the Nixon statement. A spokes- 
man said only the President's 
power had not been "diluted." 


This seemed to indicate the 
President was reserving the 
right to take any action he con- 
siders necessary. 


Commenting on the prospect 


of disagreement, Nixon said he 
and Johnson "did not discuss 
that precisely." 


One evident 
result of the 


agreement is to increase John- 
sons effective power in the con- 
duct of foreign relations during 
the next two months. Otherwise, 
he would be limited substantial- 
ly to committments that he 
could fulfill in the tims remain- 
ing to him as president. 


Another result which Nixon 


apparently hopes for may well 
be to speed up the Vietnamese 
peace negotiations as compared 
with the pace they would proba- 
bly follow if there was no as- 
sured continuity of U.S. policy. 


Nixon made clear in 
cam- 


paign speeches he considered 
settlement of the war—or at 
least de-Americanization of the 
conflict—a priority objective for 
the next administration. 


His emphasis on seeking to re- 


build unity in this country and 
on shifting the focus of foreign 
affairs from Asia to Europe sug- 
gests that if President Johnson 
does have a chance to conclude 
a peace settlement in the next 
two m ->nths Nixon will do every- 
thing he can to assist. 


Nixon is represented as confi- 


dent that President Johnson will 
not make a major foreign policy 
move which he does not ap»

question of what will happen if 
he and Johnson differ on somo 
foreign policy undertaking be- 
tween now and the inauguration 
Jan. 
20. He disclaimed any veto 


power over policies of the Dem- 
ocratic administration. But he 
made 
clear 
that he expects 


nothing to happen over his ob- 
jection. Nixon said that in his 
policy, there is no disagreement 
between the incoming and out- 
going presidents on "broad gen- 
eral policy outlines." 


He added at a Thursday news 


conference: "I think President 
Johnson is keenly aware of the 
fact that it would be very diffi- 
cult for him to make any kind of 
an agreement on a major policy 
matter unless he could give as- 
surance to the parties on the 
other side that it would be im- 
plemented and respected by the 
next president." 


Nixon indicated that the ma- 


chinery of the agreement went 
into operation when he was at 
the White House Monday. He 
said the discussions there cov- 
ered Vietnam, a statement to be 
made by the United States at 
the NATO conference and "oth- 
er matters that are not current- 
ly in the news." 


While the emphasis of Nixon's 


foreign ' 
policy 
arrangement 


seemed to be the Vietnam war 
and negotiations, the President- 
elect said it covers all areas of 
foreign affairs. He said if an 
area of formal foreign commit- 
ment should arise, for example, 
talks with the Soviet Union on 
antimissile defenses, "I would 
expect to sit down personally 
with the President." 


Murphy, Nixon's man at the 


State Department, is the 74 year 
old chairman of Corning Glass 
International. He spent 39 years 
in the foreign service and was 
under secretary of state for po-

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


suit has been filed in federal 
District Court charging that dis- 
ciplinary action in the Carthage 
School District in Dallas Coun- 
ty is not the same for Negro 
students as it is for white stu- 
dents. 


The suit was filed Thursday 


by the parents of 17 Negro 
pupils in the district. 


The suit said expulsion or

used only to discipline 


Negro students "although white 
pupils present similar disciplin- 
ary problems. It also contends 
that Negroes in the upper three 
grades had been subjected to 
corporal punishment, but that 
white students in the samo 
grades had not. 


The suit asks for an injunc- 


tion to halt any unequal dis- 
ciplinary action and to forbid 
corporalc punishment without 
the consent of the student's 
parents. 


The parents also asked the 


court to order the school board 
to adopt "ikir standards" for 
punishing students.

New York was famous for his

and although he was set many 
times, he also made a lot of 
games 
that 
other 
players 
missed. 


South's three no-trump call 


could almost be taken right 
out of Malowan's book. South 
could be sure of eight tricks 
with a diamond lead and de- 
cided to bid three no-trump 
rather than four spades. 


There was an additional rea- 


son for his apparent madness. 
He was vulnerable and his op- 
ponents weren't. 
He could 


visuali/e a possible sacrifice 
against four spades and felt 
that no one would sacrifice 
against three no-trump. 


When West doubled South 


decided to stand by his guns. 
He felt that he would also be 
doubled at four spades and 
that he would not make that 
contract any easier than he 
could make three no-trump. 


When West opened the 


queen of clubs South wished 
he had run to four spades, 
or had merely bid two spades 
and stopped. Then he looked 
at dummy and things ap- 
peared far better. The king- 
10-small of clubs represented 
a stopper in this suit, the king- 
queen of hearts took care of 
any danger there. He could 
see the sun shining brightly 
and hear the birds twittering 
in the tree tops. 


He played dummy's king. 
East took his ace and re- 
turned the suit to West's jack. 
A third club went to dummy's 
10 and South ran off his eight 
spade tricks and conceded the 
last two. 


A diamond opening lead

Bishops Battle 
May Prevent 
Fast Decision

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


fierce battle among America's 
Roman Catholic bishops has 
raised doubts they can reach 
quick concensus on birth control 
and issue a pastoral letter to 
guide their troubled church. 


The proposed wording of a let- 


ter brought before a closed 
meeting of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops drew 
such fire Wednesday that it 
forced a night-long rewriting 
session. 


The dispute raised some doubt 


whether the bishops would be 
able to shape a stand on either 
'•the birth control Introversion* 
the morality of the war on Viet- 
nam before their windup Fri- 
day. 


The bishops took a prelimi- 


nary sounding on the pastoral 
statement in a test vote kept so 
secret not even the church lead- 
ers were told how It came out. 


But the result was obvious 


when a special seven-man panel 
molding the birth control state- 
ment went into a long after- 
hours meeting to try to revise 
the pastoral letter. 


The dispute pivots on whether 


Pope Paul vrs encyclical ban- 
ning artificial birth control can 
be interpreted to allow married 
couples to make exceptions It 
their consciences find it neces- 
sary. 


One bishop at the rewriting 


session argued flatly that mar- 
ried couples are greater experts 
on marriage than the Pope. 


The bishops stripped off their 


clerical collars as they grappled 
page by page with the sensitive 
statement.

fs pouring like an all-day 
rain as I write this, which 
reminds me of the two-faced 


nature of water in the world of 
men. 


Water Is one of life's essen- 


tails —also one of its trouble- 
makers, In a drouth you pray 
for it -but let It rain for a month 
and you feel the menace of flood. 


Water is man's commonest 


cleansing agent — but nothing's 
dirtier or more contaminating 
than a flood. 


It's all a matter of how to 


handle it — and the handling of 
water poses some classic pro* 
blems. Nature takes care of the 
water problem fairly well In Its 
own way — but when Man diverts 
water to his own purposes he 
Invites upon himself trouble that 
Nature never knew. 


When our neighbor the First 


National Bank began construct- 
ing a fine outdoor public fountain 
I suggested that It spelled trou- 
ble. Not that I was being pessi- 
mistic - I was speaking from 
both observation and personal 
experience. 


The fountain was completed 


and put Into 24-hour operation 
- a beautiful sight. But after a 
couple of nights the fountain 
quit. Some practical joker had 
in the dark and unguarded hours 
dumped a package of detergent 
in the pool, soap bubbles broke 
the vacuum, the pump couldn't 
pick up the water —and the 
fountain was "out". 


That's one I didn't know about 


— the hazard of detergents. 


But I knew about the other 


hazards. I love waterfalls, and 
some years ago decided to build 
one on the "back 40" behind my
